LENINE DOES NOT ASK THAT ALLIES 
RECOGNIZE HIS GOVERNMENT, BUT 
WANTS TO PROVE THEORY IS RIGHT

^ Paris, April .‘I—The Russian soviet 
government is not asking for recogni­ 
tion by the associated powers, it was 
learned from authoritative sources to­ 
day. 
The proposition recently 
sub­ 
m itted to the peace conference by 
Prem ier Lenine, summed 
up, is sub­ 
stantially: 
“Make peace with us, enabling 
us 
to end the numerous little w ars that 
are being waged on Russian territory. 
“Lift the blockade so as to perm it 
us to gpt food and m aterials. 
“Then we will ‘make good' and you 
can recognize us—if you care to.” 
The Russians, it is understood, are 
also willing to make a separate peace 
with the associated powers, that 
is 
without including the new Hungarian 
soviet government rn the paet. 
Bv making peace with the Russians 
is naturally meant withdrawal of al­ 
lied forces from Russia and cessation 
of participation in such campaigns as 
that in the Odessa district. 
Lenine 
agrees to cease fighting, it is declared 
and stop propaganda work in other 
countries, applying 
his 
government 
machinery to purely national affairs, 
in which he expects to show’ it is pos­ 
sible for a system to succeed in which 
a rich man cannot get anythfrig mere­ 
ly because he is rich. 


Tile Russians attitude is th at such 
m ilitary operations' as they are 
now 
carrying on are in self-defense. 
It is 
known the peace conference is giving 
extensive consideration to 
the latest 
reports from Russia and is becoming 
more impressed with accumulation of 
evidence that violence and bloodshed 
are not stepping bolshevism. 
An instance of this is contained 
in 
reports reaching here 
from Copen­ 
hagen regarding the reception accord­ 
ed 
General 
iviannerheim 
in neutral 
countries. Mannerheiin crushed the 
bolshevist movement in Finland by 
killing hundreds. 
When he went to 
Stockholm, 
recently 
a 
huge crowd 
aw aiting him on the pier, hissed and 
hooted. 
Mannerheim did not leave 
the boat. In Copenhagen, he was 
stoned 
while riding through 
tho 
streets with the king. He intended to 
visit Norway but his visit was can­ 
celled. 
In view’ of the reports of serious 
food conditions, as well as the spread 
of typhus in Russia, coupled W’ith dan­ 
ger of a Russo-German alliance, 
the 
peace conference is said to be con­ 
sidering w’hether the associated pow­ 
ers can afford to ignore the 
present 
opportunity to effect 
an 
immediate 
agreem ent with the Lenine govern­ 
ment.

General and his recommendation is

president in Paris shortly. 
The re ­ 
quest was signed by Frank P. W alsh, 
Charles Edward Russell and Allen 
Benson. 
Seeking respite of sentence is a 
preliminary step, it was stated, to a 
request for executive clemency in the 
form of a pardon or parole. 
If it is 
granted Deb.* will not have to go to 
jail when the mandate of the supreme 
court, denying his appeal, is served 
upon him. 
After the respite application is act­ 
ed upon, applications for a pardon or 
parole will be submitted, friends of 
Debs have informed tho White House. 
Under the usual proceedure, 
Debs 
would have to go to jail about May I, 
but it is believed that the president 
will take some action before th at time. 
Secretary Tumulty stated that only 
a prelim inary conference on the ap­ 
plication has been held with Attorney 
General Palmer.

Berlin, April 2—(Night)—More than 150,000 
workers went on a strike in Berlin late today. 
Metal workers, mechanicians and other 
skilled craftsmen were the first to walk out. They 
were quickly followed by several other trades 
unions. 
While the strike had been anticipated for sev­ 
eral days, it was believed it might be postponed 
until next week and the sudden walkout caught 
the government forces unprepared. There was no 
violence, however, and the city was quiet tonight. 
Reports reaching here tonight indicated that 
disturbances have been renewed in Stuttgart and 
Frankfort with greater vigor than before. More 
than twenty persons save be** kitted 
wounded in Stuttgart. Business is completely at 
a standstill. Crowds swarm through the streets, 
storming army food wagons. Government troops 
are maintaining the upper hand by means of ma­ 
chine guns, bristling from buildings and armored 
motor cars. A battery of tanks is assisting in 
patrolling the streeets. 
In Frankfort, hundreds of persons have been 
arrested. Loss from plundering is estimated at 
more than a million dollars.

South Carolina, has at last bren won. 
Since the Civil War colored children 
have 
been 
taught in 
the 
public 
schools of Charleston 
by 
southern 
white teachers. There are five schools 
for whites and three for 
colored in 
Charleston, employing 91 teachers in 
the white schools and 52 in the color­ 
ed, all of the teachers in both schools 
being white. 
Recently 
the 
school 
commissioners of Charleston spread 
upon their records a resolution to the 
effect that beginning in 1920, the col­ 
ored schools would be turned over to 
colored teachers. 
Although a 
large 
number of the colored young men and 
women of Charleston had 
prepared 


themselves to teach y graduating from 
the various teachers' training schools I 
ol the country, these qualified young I 
men and 
women 
were 
heretofore j 
forced to seek employment outside of 
Charleston. 
Xenia always 
had 
the ! 
benefit of the situation long sought 
by Charleston and the colored citizens 
here should guard it with 
alertness 
and jealousy.

TRACTOR IN­ 
DUSTRY IN THE IMMEDI­ 
ATE FUTURE. 


One 
of the great industries of 
America in a few years probably will 
be that of the manufacture of Trac­ 
tors tor farm use. Great as is the 
manufacture of Automobiles at the 
present time some predict that the 
day is only a few years distant when 
the manufacture of Tractors will be 
equally large. 
The Department of Agriculture re­ 
ports 132,679 Tractors built last year, 
of which 36,351 were sold for export- 
Manufacturers estimate the 
produc­ 
tion this year of over 314,000, but of 
course this is only guess work- 
The biggest task in the world is the 
turning of the soil each year for the 
planting of the crops- All other jobs 
arc small in comparison. That it is 
which has always made 
farming a 
work of drudgery. 
The Tractor and the other labor 
saving 
appliances which men 
of 
genius have devised for the opera­ 
tions of the farm, mean a trans­ 
formation 
in 
agriculture. 
From 
muscle power the farm turns now to 
machine power. The 314,936 Tractors 
to be built this year will have a power 
equal to that of approximately 6,000,- 
000 horses. There are only 22,000,000 
horses in America. One of these day* 
the horse will be as rare as a plough 
horse as he is getting to be between 
the shafts of a buggy or carriage 
now. 
Farmers say 
that an element of 
great importance in connection with 
the Tractor that has not received the 
attention it deserves, is that it will 
make possible much deeper 
plowing 
than by the horse, and probably will 
increase the yield of crops, such as 
wheat, corn and oats, five or ten per 
cent per acre. They say too that it 
is likely to make dry farming less of 
a problem than it has been 
Popular as the 
farm Tractor 
al­ 
ready is in the far west, it probably 
would be more generally adopted and 
used, 
if prospective purchasers 
un­ 
derstood from the start how to run it 
Not long before the signing of the 
armistice the State of California 
commenced training farmers in the 
use of the Tractor It was undertaken 
as a war measure, to stimulate pro­ 
duction, but has proved so valuable 
that the work is being continued with 
increasing 
enthusiasm 
among 
the 
agricultural population. 
At present about 1,500 Californiana 
are said to be receiving this training 
at an expense to the State of less 
than $10 a pupil.
